The class of 1919 embarked Sep- 
tember 18, 1915, on the good ship 19 
for unknown ports. During nine- 
teen-fifteen to sixteen the crew was 


made up of seventy-seven green 
rookies. Our Admiral was Mr. 
Poor. 


Ephraim Martin was our most efli- 
cient captain and Marion Chadwick 
his able assistant. Loena Fullonton 
was chosen to write down the events 
in the “Log.” 

Mr. Pellet was our Pilot when we 
were in treacherous waters needing 
the advice of an older “Salt.” 

Flying at the mast was “Our 
Flag’ and beneath was “Our Ban- 
ner” of Crimson and White. 

June 23, 1916, we put into port at 
Derry Dock for an 80 day furlough. 

On September 11, 1916 the class 
of °19 again set sail with a crew of 
fifty-six. 

Eph was again our captain and 
Loena Fullonton acted as a very 
helpful and willing assistant. Marion 
Chadwick was chosen to take care 
of our “Log”. Miss Schoonmaker 
was our pilot. 

In April 1917 Arthur Merrill left 
us to join the navy and fight for 
Democracy. 


On June 22, 1917 we again put into 


Derry Dock for another long fur- 
lough. 

In September we set sail with a 
crew of forty-eight, Captain Loren 
Bailey; assistant, Lorna Stockdale. 


Helen Worledge was assigned for the 
“Log”. For our pilot we chose Mr. 
Reynolds. 

This year we had a new Admiral, 
Mr. Horne. The night of December 
21, was an ideal one for a good time. 
The deck was cleared and we had 
our first private social. Every mem- 
ber was present, including Arthur 
Merrill, who was on leave. 

In February we gave a masquerad» 
and invited the rest of the fleet. 
Franklin Cooper of the ship 718 won 
the boys prize and Marion Bidwell 
of the ship ’21 won the girl’s. 

We put into dock on June 19 io 
have our last furlough. 

On September 11, we set sail as the 
head of the fleet. Our Captain was, 
Eph Martin, his assistant Irma Rog- 
ers. Ruth Reynolds kept the “Log” 
and Loena Fullonton was chosen to 
keep the cash and pay the bills. 
Miss Flewelling was our pilot. This 
year our crew numbered less than 
half as many as went on our first 
cruise. 

In the afternoon of September 14, 
1918, we all took the little Chester 
& Derry motor boat for Joe Welles 
home in Chester. There we had 
our corn roast. 

That night some of the crew swam 
back to the ship because they were 
afraid of becoming seasick in the 
boat with the rest. 

The next Friday evening we gave 
a reception to the new ship ’22. All 


their crew wore little green cards, 
which were marked “Freshmen.” 

Eph having left us during October, 
to join the Naval Reserves we eleciea 
Irma Captain, and Russell Evans as 
her assistant. 

On Saturday night Nov. 2, we gave 
a surprise social to Eph and his bro- 
ther Jim who were home on leave. 
A month later Eph returned to our 
ship and he was put back as Captain. 

January 10, we held another of oui 
successful Private socials. 

On January 25, we gave a play en- 
titled “‘The Adventures of Grandpa.” 
Grandpa surely got into enough tight 
places to keep everyone in the 
audience smiling. 

February 7, we held Our Kid Party 
Arthur Bergeron and Margaret Mad- 
den were the worst or best (which 
ever you please) and so they 1eceiveu 
the prizes. 

The senior play was repeated on 
April 24 in Adams Memorial hall. 

May 9 1919, our crew landed at 
Boston to take a look at the big 
City. We visited the Peabody mus- 





lishing company. 
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eum, Harvard Library, Boston Libra- 
ry, Stadium,, and the Herald Pub 
In the evening we 
all went to see ,“Thunderbolt’”’. W2 
stayed ashore over night and the 
next day went up to the top of the 
Custom house tower. 

Then we visited the Museum of fine 
aris. At last after a very happy 
time we went back aboard ship. 

On June 138, 1919 the good ship ’19 
wili doubtless arrive at the port of 
graduation, and we trust no mines 
will eonae in her pathway. Our 
voyage is nearly over and we feel 
deep gratitude to the kind providence 
that watches over Jack Tars; that 
we have finished the four years’ 
cruise without attacks from torpe- 
Goes or submarines. 


Perhaps some future classes may 
make more speedy trips from Cape 
Freshman to Port Senior, with no 
treacherous waves to buffet them, 
but no voyage can be a happier one 


than that of the good ship °19.
